Admission  and  Discharge  of  Patients,  Etc. 


IN-PATIENTS. 

Persons  meeting  with  accidents  or  labouring  under 
diseases  requiring  immediate  medical  assistance,  shall  be 
received  into  the  Hospital  without  a  letter  of  recommendation 
at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night  ;  but  such  patients  cannot 
be  retained  without  the  usual  letter  of  recommendation  or 
payment,  if,  according  to  the  opinion  of  the  Hon.  Medical 
Officer’s  or  House  Surgeon,  they  are  able  to  be  removed  to 
their  homes. 

All  other  patients  shall  make  application  by  Letters  of 
Recommendation,  signed  by  a  subscriber  whose  subscription 
is  paid  accompanied  by  a  note  from  the  Medical 
Attendant,  and  if  they  appear  after  examination  to  be 
suitable  cases,  they  shall  be  admitted. 

OUT-PATIENTS. 

Each  subscriber  of  one  guinea  shall  be  entitled  to  recom¬ 
mend  one  out-patient,  and  one  letter  of  recommendation 
must  be  presented  by  a  prospective  patient  before  any  treat¬ 
ment  can  be  given. 

Cases  that  can  be  dealt  with  in  the  ordinary  course  by 
a  general  medical  practitioner  will  not  be  treated  at  the 
Hospital.

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EARLY  HISTORY. 

The  Hospital  was  originally  founded  in  1250  A.D.  in 
the  reign  of  Henry  III  as  a  House  of  Grey  Friars  by  Robert 
Bruce  VI,  grandfather  of  Robert  Bruce  who  became  King 
of  Scotland  in  1306.  This  same  Robert  VI  built  the  Town 
Wall  and  with  others  was  responsible  of  the  erection  of  St. 
Hilda’s  Church. 

The  Friary  was  dissolved  about  1546  and  granted  to 
John  D’Oyley  and  Scudmore.  In  1605  the  site  and  the 
ruins  belonged  to  Ralph  Conyers  of  Layton  and  later  to  the 
Porrett  family,  which  family  were  Mayors  in  1599,  1600, 
1604,  1609,  1611-17  and  1619. 

During  these  periods  the  ruins  or  part  of  them  had  been 
converted  into  a  Mansion  or  Manor  House,  which  later,  when 
a  decayed  building  was  still  known  as  the  “  The  Friary.” 

Henry  Smith  Charity  Commissioners  purchased  it  and 
the  land  and  fields  adjoining  from  the  Porrett  family  in  1534 
and  it  was  in  later  years  used  by  the  Town  as  a  Poor  House 
and  Vagrant  Ward. 

Part  of  the  present  three-storied  building  was  opened 
on  the  5th  day  of  January,  1865,  by  a  procession  of  the 
Mayor  and  Corporation,  the  Managers,  and  Subscribers  of 
the  Hospital,  and  a  collation  at  the  “  Kings’  Head  ”  Hotel. 

PROGRESS. 

Originally,  the  Hospital  had  only  12  beds,  but  little  by 
•little  continual  changes  and  additions  were  made  until  there 
was  bed  accommodation  for  50  patients.  It  was  not  until 
after  the  Great  War,  however,  that  progress  was  really  made, 
both  in  building  extensions  and  equipment.  The  following 
brief  survey  shows  the  main  additions  : — • 

1923  An  Orthopaedic  Clinic  was  opened  for  Radiant  Heat 
and  Electrical  Treatment,  Massage  and  Baths  of 
various  kinds,  and  a  fully  equipped  Gymnasium  for 
Remedial  Exercises. 

1926  The  “  Morrison  Memorial  Wing  ”  was  opened  on  the 
10th  August,  1926,  by  H.R.H.  Princess  Mary,  and 
thus  increased  the  capacity  of  the  Hospital  by  30 
beds,  in  addition  to  providing  adequate  accommodation 
for  the  whole  of  the  Nursing  Staff. 

1927  A  new  Operating  Table  was  given  by  an  anonymous 
donor. 
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A  completely  equipped  Ultra  Violet  Ray  Depart¬ 
ment,  comprising  live  lamps  of  various  types,  was 
also  the  gift  of  an  anonymous  donor. 

Thanks  to  a  donation  from  the  late  Alderman  J.  R. 
Butterwick,  a  complete  Diathermy  Apparatus  was 
installed. 

1930  A  new  X-Ray  Apparatus  was  purchased  at  a  cost 
of  £635. 

1933  During  the  year  additional  instruments  and  equip¬ 
ment  were  purchased  to  the  value  of  £600,  the  money 
having  been  provided  by  the  Mayor’s  Christmas 
Appeal,  the  Garden  Fete  and  an  anonymous  donation 
of  £250. 

An  Orthopaedic  Horse  was  given  by  the  Hartlepool 
Borough  Constabulary,  and  a  Portable  X-Ray  Appar¬ 
atus  by  an  anonymous  donor t 

1934  A  new  Hot  and  Cold  Water  System  was  installed 
costing  approximately  £800. 

1936  A  Wireless  Set  together  with  headphones  for  each 
bed  and  loud-speakers  for  the  Children’s  Ward  and 
Nurses’  Home  was  given  by  the  “  News  Chronicle.” 
The  X-Ray  Apparatus  was  brought  up-to-date  at  a 
cost  of  £200. 

1938  Extensions  have  been  commenced,  comprising  Boilers, 
Dispensary  and  Mortuary  ;  Out-Patients  and  Ortho¬ 
paedic  Departments  and  Offices ;  Ear,  Nose  and 
Throat  Wards,  and  12-bed  Female  Ward  with  Balcony  ; 
also  a  complete  Maternity  Unit  of  10  beds.  In 
addition,  extensive  alterations  are  being  carried  out 
in  the  present  building,  e.g.,  remodelling  of  kitchens 
and  present  Theatre  suite.  An  extension  is  also  being 
erected  to  the  Nurses’  Home  to  accommodate  the 
extra  nurses  that  will  be  required. 

1939  An  Inductotherm  Short  Wave  Diathermy  Machine 
was  given  by  the  Hartlepools  Borough  Constabulary 
and  a  Piano  by  the  Greenland  Quoit  and  Social  Club. 

1940  A  new  X-Ray  Plant  and  necessary  Equipment  was 
installed  costing  approximately  £2,000. 

1942  Extensions  officially  opened  by  the  President,  W.  J. 
Nimmo,  Esq.,  J.P.,  on  the  26th  September. 

1943  An  Incubator  for  use  in  the  Maternity  Ward  was 
presented  by  the  Hartlepool  Borough  Constabulary.

Expenditure. 

During  the  year  1944  expenditure  under  every  heading 
again  increased  making  it  necessary  to  find  £59  per  day  (as 
against  £48  last  year)  in  order  to  meet  liabilities. 

General  Fund  Income  increased  by  £29 86  3s.  3d.  to 
£22239  10s.  Id.  equivalent  to  approximately  £61  per  day. 

There  has  been  rejoicing  and  celebration  in  thankfulness 
for  the  cessation  of  hostilities  in  all  theatres  of  war. 

The  following  message  received  from  the  then  Minister 
of  Health  after  VE  Day  is  here  reproduced  because  it  con¬ 
cerns  all  who  work  for  or  in  the  interests  of  voluntary  hospitals. 

“  On  the  victorious  conclusion  of  the  war  in  Europe, 
I  should  like  to  express  my  warm  thanks  to  the  govern¬ 
ing  body  of  this  hospital,  the  medical,  nursing,  radio- 
graphic  and  other  technical  staff,  and  the  administrative 
clerical,  domestic  and  other  staffs,  as  well  as  all  the 
voluntary  workers  who  have  co-operated  with  them, 
for  their  splendid  work  during  the  last  six  years. 

Often  under  air  attack,  and  always  under  the 
handicap  of  staff  shortages  and  other  war-time  difficulties, 
the  voluntary  hospitals  have  given  the  Government 
magnificent  assistance  in  the  treatment  and  care  of 
Service  casualties  and  sick,  air  raid  casualties,  and  all 
the  other  classes  of  patients  for  whom  I  am  responsible 
under  the  Emergency  Hospital  Scheme.  This  has  been 
patriotic  service  of  the  highest  order. 

Thank  you  for  so  much  good  work,  so  well  done  !  ” 
This  message  of  appreciation  is  a  reminder  that  there 
are  other  “  theatres  ”  wherein  the  war  against  disease  and 
pain  goes  on  increasingly.  The  fighting  forces  (Physicians, 
Surgeons,  Nurses,  technicians)  comprise  a  vast  army  that 
needs  equipment — -and  many  of  the  apt  slogans  used  to 
solicit  support  for  war  savings  might  be  justifyably  used  in 
the  cause  of  hospital  service. 

The  National  Health  service  mentioned  in  last  year's 
report  as  being  of  topical  interest,  is  still  in  that  stage.  Many 
meetings  have  been  held  and  much  valuable  time  taken 
in  discussing  its  implementation.  Much  literature,  varying 
from  leaflets  to  booklets  have  circulated  expressing  varied 
opinions.  A  change  of  Government,  a  change  in  the  Minister 
of  Health,  leaves  the  White  Paper  with  its  many  amendments 
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and  variations  still  a  matter  of  topical  interest.  In  the 
meantime  the  Voluntary  hospitals  are  carrying  on  with  their 
job,  conscious  of  that  restraint  natural  to  an  enterprise 
threatened  by  nationalisation,  while  voluntary  efforts, 
donations  and  bequests  are  stulted  in  anticipation  ! 

The  introduction  of  the  Education  act  1944  is  of  vital 
interest  to  hospitals  and  to  Hartlepools  Hospital  in  particular. 
As  from  the  31st  March  1945,  the  Hartlepool  Council  ceased 
to  be  a  separate  and  responsible  authority  in  the  matter  of 
education  with  all  the  allied  services  for  school  children. 
Thus  was  severed  a  long  and  happy  relationship,  with  re¬ 
percussions  affecting  services  rendered  and  finance.  The 
new  act  puts  a  heavy  responsibility  on  the  Education  auth¬ 
orities  to  provide  a  comprehensive  free  medical  service, 
including  Hospitals  treatment,  for  all  schoolchildren  in 
attendance  at  schools  maintained  by  them,  and  your  com¬ 
mittees  have  initiated  and  participated  in  efforts  to  reach 
an  agreed  contractual  basis  with  the  responsible  authorities. 
As  the  matter  is  one  of  National  interest  the  B.H.A.  are  to 
deliberate  with  the  government  departments  concerned, 
when  it  is  hoped  that  a  National  basis  will  be  agreed  and 
financial  obligation  accepted,  with  effects  as  from  inception 
date. 


In  considering  the  Financial  report  your  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee  is  happy  to  present  a  favourable  balance  on  General 
Fund. 

Special  Funds  make  a  favourable  comparison.  Emerg¬ 
ency  Fund  has  received  the  sum  of  £6263  7s.  Od.  in  respect 
of  services  made  available  under  the  E.M.S.  Scheme,  during 
the  financial  year,  cf  which  sum  £4000  was  transferred  to 
Trustees  Capital  Account  for  investment. 

Trustees  Capital  Account  has  benefitted  during  the 
financial  year  by  the  following  bequests  : —

and  by  a  profit  of  £1185  Is.  8d.  on  the  sale  of  certain  invest¬ 
ments. 

All  available  funds  have  been  invested  without  delay 
in  3%  savings  bonds. 
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Extension  Fund.  The  extensions  having  now  been  com¬ 
pleted  some  considerable  time,  the  Extension  Fund,  Extension 
Grant,  etc.  accounts  still  remain  open  pending  consideration, 
acceptance,  and  final  settlement  of  various  claims  and  accounts 
now  under  consideration  by  the  Ministry. 

X-Ray  Fund  has  received  £186  10s.  lOd.  during  the  year. 
This  fund  however,  still  carries  an  adverse  balance  of  £589  4s.  5 
which  your  committees  are  anxious  to  have  obliterated. 

Development.  The  work  of  the  Hosiptal  has  continued  at 
the  high  record  level  established  last  year.  Reference  to 
the  In-patient  and  Out-patient  statistics  verify  the  claim 
that  this  is  the  story  of  a  great  work,  a  story  now  eighty 
years  old,  of  continuous  progress,  a  story  romantic  and 
realistic,  dramatic  and  practical. 

The  number  of  beds  in  service  remain  unchanged  at 
130  made  up  of 

110  General  Medical  and  Surgical 
20  Maternity 

The  E.M.S.  beds  allocated  to  the  hospital  are  being 
subject  to  gradual  reduction  and  it  is  to  be  anticipated  that 
this  service  and  source  of  substantial  revenue  will  terminate 
in  the  near  future.

To  Mrs.  Bulmer  and  Mrs.  Swain  and  f amity  we  extend 
sincere  sympathy  in  the  loss  which  we  in  some  measure  share. 


It  can  truthfully  be  said  of  Canon  Salter 
that  "  He  went  about  the  Hospital  doing  good.” 

This  is  an  expression  that  he  will  appreciate  as  signifying 
the  high  value  placed  on  his  long  and  devoted  service.  Many 
there  are  who  cherish  memories  of  his  comforting  presence 
in  the  dark  and  dangerous  nights  when  enemy  bombers  were 
overhead  and  of  those  cheerful  weekly  services  broadcast 
throughout  the  hospital  with  unfailing  regularity.  We 
extend  sincere  thanks  to  Canon  Salter  and  wish  him  every 
blessing  in  his  new  sphere  of  influence.  We  are  grateful 
to  the  Rev.  G.  L.  Lawrence,  for  his  continued  gracious  in¬ 
fluence,  and  we  join  with  many  others  in  Hartlepool  to  extend 
a  welcome  to  the  Rev.  Walter  S.  Cowans.
